BORAH CHALLENGES RIGHTS OF 
BAKHMETEFF AS AMBASSADOR 


Senator Says He Believes No Part of 
$187 ,000,000 Loans Ever Reached 
the Russian Government. 

By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, May 4.—Richts.of | 
Boris Bakhmeteff, last accredited 
Russian Ambassador to the United 
States to diplomatic privileges and 
imimunity was discussed at length in 
the Senate today by Senator Borah. | 
Republican, of Idaho, who declared 
that in his opinion the State Depart- 
ment never had had _ credentials 
“properly : rediting Bakhmeteff to 

the American Government.” 

Senator Borah challenged the 
State Department to show him the 
credentials ‘“‘if thev exist’’ and added 
that it was “inconceivable” that a 
man can be an Ambassador without 
a Government. 

Senator Borah told of Bekhme- 
teff’s recognition on Julv 5. 1917. 

“And on the day following,” said 
Jorah, “we find Bakhmeteff got 
£36.000,000 from the Treasury. On 
July 13, 1917, he got $10,000,000 and 
on Auge. 25 he obtained $100,000.000 
This last loan appeared to have been 
made as a result of letter from Am- 
bassador Francis, which the State 
Department regarded as assurance 
‘that the Kerensky Government was 
stable.’’ 

Borah said his investigation led 
him to believe that no part of thé 
$187,009.000 obtained hy Bakhmeteff 
had ever been received by the Rus- 
sian Government or the Russian peo- 


ple.

Barrie, in delivering his inaugural 
address, read the letter, previously 
published, written to him by Capt. 
| Robert F. Scott, commander of the 
British Antarctic expedition, found 
in the explorer’s tent in the Anarctic 
after his tragic death there in 1912. 

“We are pegging out in a very 
comfortless spot,’’ said the missive. 
“Hoping this letter may be found 
and sent to you, I write you a word 
or two of farewell. 

“Good-by. I'm not afraid of the 
end, but it is sad to miss many a 
simple pleasure which I had planned 
for the future in our long marches. 
We are in a desperate state, feel 
frozen, etc. No fuel and a long wav 
from food But it would do you-* 
heart good to see in our tents, hea” 
songs or our cheeful conversation. 

“We are very near the end. We 
did intend to finish ourselves when 
things proved like this, but we d:- 
cided to die, naturally without.” 

Sir James’ comment on the letter 
was: “I think it may uplift you all 
to stand for a moment by that tent 
and listen to their songs and cheery 
conversation.”

Bones Covered With Plaster and

NEW YORK. May 4.—The ekull 
of a murdered woman, reconstructed 
into human semblance, has been 
identified, marking the second suc- 
cess in this novel method of criminal 
investigation.

SHOE WORKERS 10 SEEK 
WAGE CUT COMPROMISE 


Committee to Confer With Three 
Firms Proposing Reduction in 
Cutters’ Pay. 


About 20006 shoe workers, mem- 
bers of the St. Louits locals of the 
United Shoe Workers of America, 
meeting last night, discussed the 
proposal of three shoe manufactur- 
ing firms that wages of cutters be 
reduced an average of between 15 
and 16 per cent, and instructed @ 
committee representhing the work- 
ers to confer with the firms in an 
effort to reach some compromise on 
the proposal, which will be submit- 
ted to the workers for a vote. 

The firms which proposed the 
Wage reduction are the Internation- 
al Shoe Co., McElroy-Sloan Shoe 
Co., and the Pedigo-Weber Shoe Co. 

There are about 400 cutters in the 
shops of the three firms. Wiflle they 
are the only ones directly affected 
by the proposed cut, the entire 
membership of the union is consid- 
ering the proposal, since it is be- 
lieved that after some definite set- 
tlement is reached regarding cut- 
ters’ wages, reductions will be 
sought by the manufacturers in the 
pay of other classes of shoe workers, 
based on any percentage of reduc- 
tion that might be accepted by the 
unions in this instance. 

St. Louls shoe manufacturing firms 
have been considering seeking re- 
ductions in wages of workers in their 


months ago from Boston, telling of 
10 per cent reductions placed in 
effect in that district by manufao- 
turers. At that time heads of St. 
Louis firms said they would be 
forced to reduce wages here also, 
since they would be unable to meet 
Eastern prices if they had to pay 
more for labor. 

At headquarters of the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ International Union, 
211 North Seventh street, it was said 
no proposals have been received of- 
ficially from firms where most of 
its members are employed, for wage 
reductions. This union is a separate 
and distinct organiaztion from the 
United Shoe Workers of Amertéa. 
Members of the latter organization 
are employed mainly in the shops 
of the three firms seeking the wage 
reduction. wma 

Officials of the three firms seeking 
the reductions said they do not ex- 
pect the wage reduction finally 
agreed upon will be as much as 16 
per cent. It was said by them that 
‘cutters now are receiving an aver- 
lage of from $45 to $60 a week, ac- 
cording to the grade of materials on 
which they are working.
